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POLAND’S JEWISH 
SURVIVORS 


Work of Reconstruction 
Begins 

About 6,000 Jewish survivors have been found 
in Lodz, the town which had the largest Ghetto 
in Poland after that of Warsaw had been liqui- 
dated. it was stated in a Yiddish broadcast from 
Lublin last week. These Jews, the broadcast said, 
are mostly foreigners who had been in German 
concentration camps and were then deported to 
Poland 

It is believed that 1,645 came from Czecho- 
slovakia, 1,860 from France, 1.410 from Belgium, 
32* from Holland, and the remainder from Ger- 
many, Austria, Norway, and Bulgaria. 

Nothing is known of the fate of the rest of 
the inhabitants of the Ghetto, who were stated to 
have numbered 80,000 last May. 

in Czestochowa, about 7,000 Jews have survived 
out of. the 11,000 Jews deported from towns in 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. They were in four 
camps and received abominable treatment. A few 
weeks ago the Germans started to exterminate 
them, but the Jews fought back and the Red 
Army's arrival led to their deliverance. 

A party of 300 Jews was discovered in the salt 
mines of Wieliczka. 

Some Jewish survivors from. Warsaw have 
arrived in Lublin. y say that 10,000 Jews 
took part in the Warsaw _rising—about 90 per cent 
of those who were still living illegally in the 
capiial at the ume. 


Only 120 Jews are left in one. town where 
there was before the war a_ large Jewish 
population. The survivors hid in the underground 


passages of a munition plant. Jews who had taken 

to the woods were anh como hunted down by the 
Germans. A few Jews have been found in Radom, 
Kielcc, and Piotrkow. but so far not one Jew has 
been discovered in Cracow. 


Notorious Nazi Murder Camp Taken 


The Red Army has captured Auschwitz 
(Oswiecim), one of the most notorious of all death 
camps. 

The Central Committee of Polish Jews headed 
by Dr. Emil Sommerstein has started reorganis- 
ing the political and social activities of the Jews 
in the liberated territories of Poland, says another 
report from Lublin. 

The Presidium of the Committee, the report 
states, is based on a coalition in which Zionists, 
Bundists, Democrats, and Communists are equally 
represented. The Committee is seeking co-opera- 
tion with the leaders of democratic Poland and 
with Jewish relief organisations abroad. 

The old Jewish parties are now being recon- 
Stituted. The Zionist groups show a_ tendency 
towards a unified federation of all forces from the 
Mizrachi to Hashomer Hatzair and the Poale 
Zion. Included among the leaders are Dr. Sommer- 
stein (General Zionist), Dr. 
Party), and the leaders of 
Kasower and Abe Kowner. 

The Bundists are opposed to 
que to Zionism, The Jewish members of the Polish 

‘orkers’ Party stand for a united national front 
and fraternal collaboration with the Jews in the 
U.S.S.R.. America, England, and Palestine. 

The Central Committee, according to reports 
from Lublin, have sent a. delegation to Moscow 
to negotuate for the return of the quarter-million 
Polish Jews who sought refuge in "Russia when 
the Germans overran Poland. 

It is stated that the Jewish Central Committee 
may shortly transfer its headquarters to Cracow. 

The Soviet military authorijies have appealed 
to Jews in liberated Poland to volunteer as inter- 
preters in occupied Germany. 

Jewish survivors of the death camp at Treblinka 
who escaped torture and the gas chambers by 
taking part in a rising in the camp, have formed 
a society, which, has held its first meeting in 
Lublin.’

ANTI-SEMITISM IN 
SOUTH AFRICA 


Minister's Warning 


Wide sections of the community have become 
infected with anti-Semitism, said the Hon. Jan 
Hendrik Hofmeyer, Minister of Finance in the 
South African Cabinet, when he delivered the 
Hoernie Memorial Lecture at Capetown City Hall. 

Speaking on the subject of “ Race Relations in 
South Africa,”. the Minister said that “what he 
called “ germ cells of Nazism” had grown in 
number and virulence during the war. The present 
position constituted a grave danger to South 
Africa’s national future. 

“It is. perhaps not without significance,” Mr. 
Hofmeyr declared, “that in South Africa anti- 
Semitism seems to come most naturally to those 
who believe that in order to Save the white man 
you must keep duwn the black and coloured, not 
recognising the fallacy in an attitude of mind which 
seeks to secure the welfare of one section by pre- 
venting other sections from faring well.’ 

The Minister stressed the necessity of combating 
racial antagonism, as the conception of a “ Herren- 
volk ” was a dire threat to Christianity ond human 

A warning against the dangers of anti- Semi lism 
was also voiced by Mr. Duncan Burnside, a promi- 
nent Labour member of Parliament, addressing a 
meeting in Johannesburg arranged by the New 
Zionist Organisation of South Africa. 


Dominion’s Shame 


‘** Post-war politics in South Africa will be fought 
on the subject.of anti-Semitism—maybe not openly 
so,” Mr. Burnside declared, and added: “ We 
must face the fact that more than one party here 
gains support by preaching anti-Semitism. It is 
tragic that we are sending our boys to fight Fascism, 
yet remain the only nation among the Alties 
allowing such parties to exist. Unfortunately we 
cannot intern one-third of the nation. We must 
face the problem and combat it. 

Declaring that anti-Jewish. discrimination — is 
** damnable,” Mr. C. L. Logan, Mayor of East 
London, Cape Province, at a recent meeting of the 
City Council strongly denounced the action of the 
East London Golf Club in rejecting applications 
for membership by Jews. The club is. subsidised 
by the City Council. 

A prominent club official is alleged to have 
stated that “even if he is the Prince of Wales, 
if the applicant is Jewish he will not be Admitted 
as a member of this club.”’ 

One Councillor remarked:

BUDAPEST JEWS’ 
FATE SEALED 


Escape Prospects Hopeless 


The continued siege of Budapest bas given rise 
to the gravest concern for the fate of the many 
thousands of Jews known to have been in the 
Hungarian capital when the Russians opened their 
attack. 

Rabbi Haskel David Halberstam, 
son of the famous Rabbi of Nowy Sacz and an 
uncle of the Rabbi of Bobow, who managed to 
escape from Budapest and arrived in Bucharest 
two wecks ago, reported that between 30,000 and 
40,000 aged Jews still remained in the Hungarian 
capital. 

These Jews, all of whom were over 60 years old, 
were confined to a ghetto. 

During the past few weeks even the 20,000 Jews 
who had been given protective passports by the 
Swedish, Swiss, and Turkish Governments or. by 
the Vatican were deported, said the Rabbi. 

A Jew who succeeded in escaping from Budapest 
last week said that the ghetto was fired by the 
Germans on January 16. Although many Jews died 
in the flames, he went on, some succeeded in 
escaping, in spite of German shots at the fugitives. 


Neutral Passport-Holders Murdered 


fhe Germans, according to this man, dragged 
out those Jews still in the capital who had protec- 
tive passports from neutral States and, after 
butchering them, threw their bodies into | the 
Danube. Jews detained in the local prisons were 
also massacred. A few only are believed ‘to have 
been saved by the Red Army. 

Swedish Red Cross relief work on behalf of 
the Jews in Budapest ceased some ime ago, Prince 
Chairman of the Swedish Red Cross, has 
stated, This wads the result of the military situation 
in Hungary. 

Discussing the difficullies met with by the Red 
Cross during the latter part of the autumn, Prince 
Carl said : 

‘An unrestricted terror was imposed upon the 
Jews at the end of November. Many thousands 
of Jews were driven on foot towards Germany, 
whereas others: were deported as prisoners to an 
unknown fate. ‘ 

The bodies of 72 Jews ‘were dug out of the 
ruins of St. Margaret's Church in Budapest. Most 
of these were women and children who had been 
in hiding for months to’ escape deportation. 

At Uzok in Carpatho-Ruthenia, mass graves in 
which were the remains of murdered Jewish men, 
women, and children, have been discovered. -These 
Jews were deported two years ago from Munka- 
cevo, Bernehovo, Chust, Uzhorod, and other towns. 

Ruthenians took an active part in pogroms 
against the Jews in Carpatho-Ruthenia, They 
helped Hungarian Nazis to round up and deport 


the Jews. As a reward for killing Jews, they were 
given the victims’ clothing. | 
Some. 30,000 Jews who were deported from

THE A.J.A.’s OBJECT 


TERRORISM IN PALESTINE Anglo-Jewish Approach Stressed 


Two Leading Questions 


Questions to the Colonial Secretary in the House” 
on Wednesday were too far down the list to be 
reached. Hence, Members who had put the ques- 
tions on the paper were rived of the opportunity 
to hear answers on oor of the House, and 
to address supplementary questions to the Minister. 
The Minister's answers were later circulated for 
publication as written ics as follows: 

Major-General Sir ward Spears (Con., 
Carlisle) asked what collective and other measures 
were taken following upon the assassination of 
District Commissioner Andrews in 1937 to put 
down, discourage, prevent, and punish Arab 
terrorism in Palestine. 

Colonel Stanley: The following measures were 
taken against the political organisations which, in 
the opinion of His Majesty's Government, were to 
be held morally responsible for this crime and 
similar outrages: 

(1) The Arab Higher Committee and all National 
Committees were declared illegal organisations. 

(2) Four members of the Arab Higher Com- 
mittee and another leading Arab politician were 
arrested and deported. 

(3) The Mufti of Jerusalem was deposed from 
the presidency of the Supreme Moslem Council 
and from membership and chairmanship of the 
General Wakf Committec, in which capacity he 
had wide ogy of disposal of Wakf funds. 

(4) Nearly 200 Arabs who were believed to be 
terrgrists or political undesirables were arrested 
and imterned. 

($3) Some weeks later Military Courts were set 
up for the trial of cases of discharging fircarms 
at any persons, carrying arms, bombs, etc., sabo- 
tage and intimidation. The fir. two of these 

ences were made punishable by death. 

W. W. Astor (Con. E. Fulham) asked 
whether he could make a further statement regard- 
ing .the measures taken to deal with the terrorist 
gangs operating from Palestine. 

Colonel Stanley: There is little I can add to 
the reply made to a similar question by my Hon. 
Friend on seember 13, The authorities in Pales- 
tine have continued their measures to suppress the 
terrorists and have made a censiderable number 
of arrests, including some important members of 
the terrorist group. Since the day of my last 
answer, it has been reported that théte has been 
an umprovement in co-operation by the Jewish 
Agency. There have been no major incidents in 
Palestine for several months, but the danger otf 
further incidents is not yet at an end.

Aliens (Movemeni Restriction) Orders and the 
Aliens (Protected Areas) Orders are subject to the 
same restrictions as are applicable to ne tirals in 
this country. The vast majority of these persons 
-are, ol course, refugees from Nazi oppression,

he and his colleagues on the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation were pursuing, said Mr. A. Alexander in 
adressing a meeting organised by the local AJ.A. 
group at the Edgware Synagogue Hall on Sunday. 

They had, he said, formed a Palestine Committee 
and from that Committee, now endorsed by the 
whole of the Association, had come this memo- 
randum which had excited so much cogtroversy in 
the Jewish community. They could not surely in 
any Jewish gathering differ about that object as he 
had given.- it. 

What he had had in mind as chairman of the 
A.J.A. Palestine Committee was the presentation 
of an Anglo-Jewish approach to this problem, 
which was extremely important. You could not 
have lived in the Middle East, you could not have 
realised how inextricably British interests wert 
mixed up in this problem and the part that Britain 
had still to play in the Middle East, without seeing 
how vital it was that there should be a distinct 
Anglo-Jewish approach to this problem. He did 
not mean the approach of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, but the approach by Jews who were British 
subjects living in this country. 


Real Leadership Wanted 


How valuable it would be if they could get 
from the Jews in England real leadership on this 
problem. of Palestine and he felt that, as British 
policy was for the time being dominated by its 
declaration of policy in the White Paper, 
they in their small way, representing the members 
of this Association and nobody else, should try 
to put forward a document, an answer to the White 
Paper, that they might hope to see laid on the 
table of the House of Commons, a document 
worthy of Anglo-Jewish opinion on this vital 
question. 

They had asked for self-government subject to 
the full development of the National Home «and 
the open door to Palestine.

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HEBREW TEACHERS’ 
TRAINING SCHEME 


Putting the Profession on a New 
Footing 


The Talmud Torah teachers’ training sxheme 
was the most important subject discussed at a mect- 
ing of the Talmud Torah Trust, held at Wobura 
House last week. The Rev. I. Goldston 4 

The Rev. J. Halpern reported on the Talmud 
Torah teachers’ traming scheme prepared by the 
administrative staff of the Jomt Emergency Com- 
mittce. It was essential, he said, that Talmud 
Torah: teachers should be properly qualified and 
if they were they would need wate remunera- 
tion. Consequently, they bad considered a scheme 
for training teachers and of the appointment of 
headmasters and they had come to the following 
conclusions. 

All teachers would be expected to attend the 
Jewish Higher Education Centre for training and 
no new headmasters would be appointed unless 
they undertook te obtain diploma “A” of the 
Board. The services of the 
headmasters would be utilised by the national body ° 
for teaching in schools and clubs in thos} hours 
when they were not at the Talmud Torah and they 
would thus be full-time teachers. 


The Terms for Headmasters 


Mr. Halpern gave the following outline of the 
scheme : 

Headmastcts: (1) No new headmasters will be apntinicd 
they unmdcriake to oPtain the Diptoma A in accordance 
with the scheme of the Central feamiming Board within a 
reasonable period. 

Q) They will be appointed at & commencing salary of

In the course of the discussion, Mr. 1. W. Goild- 
berg, replying to a question, said that the present

could still continue their position as headmasters. 
on the same terms as they had up to now -or such 
other terms as the local committee might agree 

Mr., Halpern said as soon as the proposals were 
approved by the Talmud Torah Trust a mecting 
of teachers and headmasters would be called and 
they would be asked to take part in the scheme 

The cost of the scheme in grants to teachers and 
headmasters in training was estimated at £500 per 
annum for a period of three years. 

VYeshivas Not Excluded 

Dayan H. M. Lazarus, in the course of further 
discussion, made it clear thai the Yeshivas were 
not exchided from the scheme. ; 

Mr. Halpern added that it was part of a larger 
scheme for the improvement of the status of the 
teacher They wanted to attract for Talmud 
Torah teaching the best men they could get. 

Mr. Goldberg said there was no reason why 
if the student of the Yeshiva went to Jews Colicge 
to become a Minister, he could not come to their 
examining board to become a teacher. The ica of 
the scheme was once and for ail to piace the 
teacher in a position of respectability. 

On the motion of the Chairman, the scheme was 
agreed to, subject to the financial arrangements 
being gone into by the Treasurer. 

The Chairman announced that they had suc- 
ceeded in bringing about the amalgamation of the 
Bethnal Green and Teesdale Street Talmud I orabs.

ZIONIST CONFERENCE 
Increase in Membership Stressed 


The 44th annual conference of the Zionist 
Federation of Great Britain and Ireland was held 
last week-end at Friends House, Euston Road, and 
the Holborn Hali, London. The number of dele- 
gates was given as 875 (526 with voting rights). 

Among the many messages was one from Dr. 
Chaim Welsman. in the course of which he tele- 
graphed: “I have received fresh first-hand assur-

number our people. To achieve statehood and 
enable Jewish people live life of freedom in its 
ancient home we shall need united efforts Yishuv 
and all Zionists throughout world.” 

Mr. Barnett Janner, the Chairman of the Federa- 
tion, presided on the Saturday cvening. 

The work of the Federation in the past year 
he said, reached a new high level. y had 
increased the personnel at their disposal, their 
membership figures had gone up to 27,000, the 
scope of their activities had been greatly widened, 
and, as the accounts would show, they had vastly 
increased the distribution and the amount of 
literature available to their members. 

Mr. Janus Cohen, in introducing the debate on 
the annual report, said the membership had 
increased to just under ,27,000 at the end of the 
year, and the Federation was now onc of the.lead- 
mg bodies, if not the leading institution in this 
country.

bulletin that they were able to issue in Hebrew 
month by month. . 

Sir Leon. also referred to the “ Hebrew-for-All 
correspondence course, and said he would like 
every Zionist Society to make it their business to 
recruit as many students for that course as possible. 

The suggestion of a Zionist Book Club, made 
by Mr. J. Podhorzcr, added, merited 
consideration. 

Mr. N. Goldenberg echoed a plea by the Chair- 
man that the Mizrachi should follow in the foot- 
steps. of the Jewish State Party by becoming 
affiliated to the Zionist Federation. 

Sir Leon Simon presided on Sunday morning. 

In a discussion on the section of the annual 
report dealing with the Shekel, and a resolution on 
the Shekel which expressed its appreciation that, 
in spite of the interruption in the work, the number 
of Shekel-holders for the last year had already 
reached a total of 20,000, it was argued that, 
taking into consideration the increase in Zionist 
membership to over 26,000, it was essential to set 
a target of 30,000 Shekel-holders for 5705. 

Dr. J. Litvin, the newly appointed Shekel and 
Synagogue Secreiary of the Federation, moved the 
resolution, which was carried. 

A discussion took place on the accounts, to 
which Mr. Paul Goodman, the Treasurer, replied.

Mr. Goodman paid a warm tribute to the staff 
of the Federation, who, said, as a devoted 
Zionist team under the General Secretary, had 
brought about these happv results. But they had 
urgently to provide for additional organisers and 
for secretarial assistance to numerous societies. 

Sir Simon Marks, who is convalescing after 
illness, sent a statement which he was to have 
made in person on the United Palestine Appeal. 

He was glad to say that those who had been 
actively engaged in directing the work of the 
U.P.A. had proved a geod team. They appreciated 
to the full that in unity of action lay success for 
all their, Zionist activities. 

In 1940, the combined gross incomes of the 
partners of the U.P.A. was £260,000—in the past 
year £800,000 was reached. In 1940 £106,000 was 
remitied to Palestine—in the past year £527,000 was 
semt.

Mr. Locker also suggested that non-Jewish 
friends of theirs should be guided to a great extent 
on what should and should not be done at a certam 
moment by the legitimate Jewish authorities, and 
should not, while appealing to them for Jewish 
unity, split the unity of their non-Jewish friends by 
creating competing organisations. 

In the midst of a debate which followed, an 
address was given by a distinguished visitor, Pro- 
fessor S. Herbert Frankel, who had just arrived 
from a visit to Palestine and who brought greetings 
from the Executive Council of the Zionist Federa- 
tion of South. Africa. 

Palestine, he said, reminded him of the eo? 
of South Africa—that is to say, the organic unfold- 
rs of a great State. This organic progress was one 
of the things which Zionists outside Palestine were 
apt to overlook and in his opinion it was the most 
impertant of the assets which they possessed. A 
State had been born and it was in process of 
growth. 

It had enormous possibilities, and the cry went 
up from all sides for three things: (1) men and 
women; (2) finance: and (3) expert guidance. 

* In order to achieve constructive effort t 

needed, above all, one thing—a sense of responsi- 
roe and that raised to an extent which was very 
rarely realised—a political maturity. Political matu- 
rity could not be obtained in a day. Therefore, 
they should be very chary of their political state- 
ments and actions which might be based on a lack 
of responsibility and maturity in their dealings with 
others. 

Professor Frankel said in his opinion it was a 
pity that the term “ absorptive capacity " was ever 
invented. The absorptive capacity of Palestine, 
provided they assisted actively in the work being 
done there, was for the moment unlimited, and he 
was convinced that if they supplied the capital and 
the men and the guidance they had nothing to fear. 
And he said that without reference to any political 
decisions whatever.

He was sorely troubled, however, because he 
believed that the Anglo-Saxon world had not yet 
sense of perspective: as far as Jewry was 
concerned.

by Mr. Berl Locker, opened, Mr. M. Rosetté wel- 
comed representatives of three groups of Jewish 
soldiers, He made an appeal for 
recruiting for the Jewish Brigade Group. 

A number of political resolutions were carried. Among 
them, they called for the re-establishment of Palestine as a 
Jewish State or Commonwealth, integrated into the new 
d¢mocratic order; large-scale Jewish immigration into 
Palestine as an urgent necessity, with Jewish Agency control 
of it until a Jewish State was established; and the immediate 
cancellation of the White Paper of 1939; they expressed 
Opposition to any partition of Palestine; and endorsed the 


policy of co-operation with the Arab peoples proclaimed by 
successive Zionist Congresses. 

Further, the Conference expressed its hope that the Jewish 
State, when established, may find an appropriate place within 
the British Commonwealth of Nations It strongly protested 
against any attempts to deprive Palestine Jewry of its right 
of self-defence: supported the protest of the Yishuv against 
deportation of Jews from the Jewish National Home: pro- 
foundly regretted the continued detention, under harsh 
conditions, of over a thousand Jewish rcfueces in the island 
of Mauritius, who should be allowed 10 go to the Jewish 
National Home; welcomed the statement of policy on Palestine 
adopted by the Board of Deputies; and condemned the action

Fate of “ Unity ” Resolution 


it was announced that a resolution by the Chayes

JERUSALEM MAYORALTY 
Delegation . Asks for Jew to be Appointed 


A delegation of the Jerusalem Jewish Coramv- 
nity and of the Agudat Israel has called on the 
District Commissioner, asking him to appoint, a 
Jewish Mayor for Jerusalem The delegation 
stressed the fact that the Jews form two-thirds of 
the city’s population of 160,000.

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RESCUING EUROPE’S JEWS 


Proposais for Saving 1,200,000 
Survivors 


The American Jewish Conference has announced 
that it has appealed to President Roosevelt to 
aliow the War Refugee Board to continue in 
existence so that the work of rescuing Jews from 
occupied European territories may still be carried 


on. 

The Conference also announced that it has 
received reports which make it clear that “ war 
conditions notwithstanding, there is still a possi- 
bility of saving tens of thousands of Jewish lives 
now in Nazi-occupied territory, if appropriaic 


measures are taken without delay by Jews in this ' 


country (America) with the suppori of the Allied 
Governments. 

é* Figures of the exact number of Jews who have 
survived in Europe vary, but it appears that apart 
from the Soviet Union, over 1,200,000 Jews still 
live in Europe, of whom about half are under Nazi 
domination,” the announcement said. 

The following ways and means of rescuing the 
Jews in Axis-controlled areas were sugge@ed in the 
announcement : 

* Some can be saved by arranging an exchange 
of Jews detained in concentration camps, for 
‘German civilian prisoners in the hands of the 
Allied Powets. . Thus far, very little has been 
done to exploit this avenue of rescue. 

“ Neutral Powers might issue protective pass- 
ports to Jews in Axis countries. Sweden has pro- 
mised to grant some 10,000 protective passports 
and, in fact, has already issued 6,000. Much more 
could be done if the Allied Powers intervened 
with the neuiral States and encouraged them to 
give similar protection to Jewish victims. 

“There are to-day many Jewish refugees in 
Palestine, Allied and neutral countries, whose 
wives and children are still in Nazi-occupied 
countries. The intervention of the protecting 
Powers could bring about their cvacuation from 
the danger zones, and their transfer to the 
countries ‘where their relatives reside. An attempt 
in this direction was made on behalf of Jewish 
refugees ‘who have settled in Palestine byt the 
Powers in charge, while promising help, have done 
nothing for them, and in the meantime many of 
the families who could have been saved have 
perished. 

Underground Movement to Help 


“ The underground movements could be aided in 
the rescue of families and groups. In many cases 
ihe underground movements have brought women 
and children across guarded frontiers. 

“The International Red Cross, the League of 
Red Cross Societies, and the American Red Cross 
could, by extending their protection to Jewish 
internees, save thouSands of families from death. 
For reasons that can scarcely be considered valid, 
in matters of life and death, the Red Cross organi- 
sations do little to protect and feed Jewish 
internees.. When it was done, as in the cas of 
Hungary, many lives were 6aved. 

*“ Food and clothing should be rushed at once 
to Jews detained m concentration and labour 
camps. It -is a fact that millions of dollars and 
thousands of tons of food were sent to the Axis 
countries for civilian prisoners and non-Jews, with 
the consent of the Allied Powers.. But none of 
these measures was applied to Jews under Hitler's 
domination. Whether or not the Jews in concen- 
tration and: labour camps can be transferred to 
safer zones, their clothing and feeding 1s of para- 
mount and immediate importance. 

- “ There are many other possibilitics of saving 
- Jewish lives, but the prevailing erroneous impres- 
sion that * nothing can be done any more’ or 
that the * battle of rescue was lost,’ which results 
in the inactivity and lack of co-operation on the 
part of the Allied Powers, must not stand in the 
wey of continuing the rescue battle,” the statement 
ds. 


-RUMANIA’S WAR CRIMINALS | 


Jewish organisations in Bucharest have set up 
a special commission for the purpose of preparing 
a Vist of war criminals directly and indirectly 
responsible for the murder of Jews in Rumania. 

The commission will also prepare lists of Jews 
who were massacred by Germans and Rumanians 
and will ‘record the damage. suffered by Jews 
whose property was looted. These lists are to be 
submitted to the United Nations. 

All the major Jewish parties are represented on 
the commission, including the Union of Rumanian 
Jews, the Jewish National Party, and the Jewish 
Democratic Block, 

The General Jewish Council established last 
August by the Government at the suggestion of 
Dr. Wilhelm Filderman, President of the Union of 
Jewish Communities, has been dissolved as a result 
of growing dissension among Rumanian Jewry.

COLD COMFORT FOR BULGARIAN 
JEWS 


The problem of ‘restoring the Bulgarian Jews’ 
property was discussed in Sofia at a public meeting 
held at People’s House under the auspices of the 
Jewish section of the Socrat Democratic Party. 

The meeting was addressed by the Minister for 
Social Affairs, Cheshmedzhiev, who also spoke in 
the name of the Social Democratic Party. He told 
the audience of his efforts during the period of 
Nazi domination . to ‘organise opposition to the 
anti-Jewish laws and gave an outlineof King Borts’s 
policy which, he claimed, was secretly opposed to 
the anti-Jewish measures. 

The Minister. declared that the present difficult 
situation of the Bulgarian Government complicatcd 
the problems of the immediate restoration of Jewish 
property. However, the Government realised the 
righteousness of -the Jewish demands and would 
do its utmost to restore losses. 


REACTIONARY IRAQ 
Transit Visas Refused to Jewish Travellers 


Four years ago the Iraqi Government declared 
war upon Germany alongside the Allies and sub- 
scribed to the principle¢ underlying the United 
Nations’ alliance, presumably identifying itself with 
the Four Freedoms of the Atlantic Charter. 

It is interesting. therefore (writes our Jerusalem 
correspondent), to observe that while its Elder 
statesmen engage upon exwursions to keep frag in 
the political limelight, its own internal regime 
remains no less uncnhghtened than it has always 
been, The experience «with the Teheran 
children,”” who were compelled to go all the way 
round the Persian Gulf and the Red Sea because 
Iraq refused transit visas is too well known to 
need repetition. Moreover, such papers as THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE, the Palestine Post, thie 
Hebrew papers in Palestine, and other Zionist 
publications in the United States have been kept 
out of this modern, . progressive member State of 
the United Nations for many years past. 

it is now revealed that travellers wishing to gross 
Iraq en route to Teherar or to India find the 
greatest difficulty in getting a transit visa if they 
are Jews, although they may hold British or Pales- 
tinian passports. A Palestinian citizen holding a 
valid Iraq transit visa was even turned back at 
the frontier while on the way to Palestine from 
Teheran when he answered in the affirmative to 
the inquiry whether he was Jewish. An appeal to 
the responsible Passport Officer and through the 
British Consulate was without avail. Y 


Even Air Transit Objected To! 


Another Jewish traveller going by air to Iran 
was detained at Basra for 12 days because the 
genial Iraqi authorities refused to let him cross 
their strip of territory to reach Iran—the trip in 
transit lasting 20 minutes. They insisted that he 
return to India and take another route avoiding 
Iraq. Finally, great efforts on the part of the 
British authoritics secured his passage, through the 
exercise of great tolerance on the part of Iraqi 
officials, though it took nearly a fortnight to assure 
that charitable attitude. 

{ have already informed you that Iraqi Jews 
wishing to visit Palestine must deposit £5, with 
the Bagdad Government as a guarantee. But 
Iraqi non-Jewish travellers pass freely into Pales- 
tine the whole time and encounter no difficulties

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‘LIKE SHEEP TO THE

A LETTER of appeal from the Board of Deputies for more 
liberal support for their Defence Fund is published this

week and will be found on another page of this issue, It™ 


is earnestly to be hoped that it will meet with a ready and 
adequate response. The Defence Committee of the Board, 
with little courting of publicity though often under fire 
from critics, has gone steadily on with its work, and has 
within that sphere a record of useful activity which 
entitles it to the utmost support and grateful recognition, 
if gratitude plays any real part in public life. More 
important, its labours are directed to a vital need which 
the Community can only flout or ignore to its Own serious 
detriment. The Community, in its own plaig interests, 
must equip it with the sinews-of the war of enlightenment 
that it conducts—and that with a minimum of delay. 

It is pertinent and necessary, however, to point out that, 
excellent as are the Defence Committee's efforts, they are 
—and indeed the Committee itself would be the first to 
agree—by no means the whole answer to the anti-Jewish 
threat... The Committee is alert and quick to counter 
defamation. Amongst its many activities, it puodlishes 
valuable literature with the object of preventing the spread 
of Jew-hatred or of dislodging it from minds already 
affected by it; and so forth. Its retort direct and preven- 
tive literature constitute an absolutely indispensable 
counter-attack in the day-to-day operations of the anti- 
Semites’ war on the Jews. What it does not pretend to 
undertake is the consideration of this struggle on what may 
be described as the level of high strategy. It is, for 
example, not for the Committee to set in motion a wide 
and searching scientific examination of the causes which 
produce Jew-hatred, and on the basis of this scientific 
interpretation to devise broad constructive plans as far- 
reaching as the facts may require. 

Because of the absence of high strategic direction in this 
problem, indeed, the absence of anything like the necessary 
machinery to make such direction possible, the operations 
of the Defence Committee must often, from no fault of its 
own, be robbed. of a great deal of their efficacy. Much 
writing, no doubt, and still more Speaking there has been 
on this aspect of the problem. But anything like action has 
invariably been spasmodic and unsustained, usually pro- 
voked by some particular incident or some _intoler- 
able allegation; and the hubbub has soon subsided into a 
mood of unmerited optimistic complacence. No con- 
tinuous and systematic attempt has been made even ‘to 
probe the reason or reasons for these recurrent attacks, 
to set them in their relations one to another, and thus to 
seck the underlying causes. -It is failure at.this level, and 
not at that of the Defence Committee, that gives the impres- 
sion that our defence measures are of a hand-to-mouth 
kind which can yield no lasting results. 7 

Clearly, this casual, dilettante way of handling an 
appallingly grave matter ts deplorably negligent of recent 
portents and unworthy of the Community as a body of 
serious men and womer. Some time: ago a strong plea 
was:made in these columns for the setting up of a com- 
mittee of experts in the political, sociological, economic, 
psychological, and other fields who would apply their 
specialist knowledge and ability to a scientific objective 
analysis of the anti-Semitic phenomenon and get down 
to the roots of the disease. After all, that is the first step 
which intelligent men and women faced with a complex 
problem adopt in its investigation. It is the procedure 
which ts ‘employed by the Government as each new 


example of German ingenuity calls for counter-measures. 


It is the way the medical profession tackles human ailnients 
—the Cancer Research Movement is an instance. Why 
should this scientific method be excluded from the considera- 
tion of The anti-Jewish mania? An inquiry of the kind sug- 
gested was undertaken by a committee presided over by the 
eminent industrial psychologist, Dr. CHARLES MYERs. 
Experts in cértain aspects of the anti-Jewish problem co- 
operated in their special subjects; and a report was presented. 
But circumstances did not allow of its being much more 
than a preliminary experiment in this method of investigating 
anti-Semitism. A host of difficulties, principally connected 
with the heavy burden of war-time duties, scarcely allowed 
the experts concerned to devote their minds to the problem 
with the same sense of urgency and undeviating absorption 
as is applied—to take again the same example—to cancer 
research, even though we know that anti-Semitism, without 
which this war would probably not have come about. has 
cost much more human life and suffering than the scourge 
which scientists for years have been so patiently and 
devotedly investigating. | 

In the meantime, the Community drifts in a hopelessly 
muddled atmosphere of doubts, fears, and illusions. Some 
manage to persuade themselves, in between the flagrant 
manilestations, that there is no anti-Semitism despite the 
fact that thoughtful and observant Gentiles are constamtly 
led to conclusions such at that which the distinguished 
author, Mr. Shaw DESMOND, expressed in columns 


~ 


last week: “ anti-Semitism is growing with hideous inten- 
sity in this island—for instance, amongst certain sections 
of the Forces,” a phenomenon of “ immediate vital import 
to all Jews.” Others cling to the ‘belief that if the evii is 
present, it will certainly vanish under the curative rays of 
some happier human frame of mind. This may provide 
an engaging illustration of incurable Jewish optimism, but 
does not ask itself, in the light of history, recent and remote, 
how many Jews will be left to enjoy the blessings of a 
world redeemed for ever from its lusts and its hates. Then, 
again, those who prescribe a stiff dose of assimilation as 
the real panacea for our ills, quite forget that the two 
greatest tragedies that have befallen the Jewish people have 
occurred to the two most assimilated Jewries in all history, 
those of Germany and Spain. 

It may well be that in this country we shall not have 
any such violent anti-Semitic explosion as occurred under 
the Nazis in Germany—though any such prophecy on this 
subject in the light of two thousand years’ history is 
hazardous indeed. There may be ho legal oppression. 
But there may easily be a persecution, taking shape in the 
economic, political, and social domains, which would have 
the effect of reducing the community, in practice, to the 
status of second-class citizens. This method of the “ cold 
pogrom,” as it was called in Germany, can take many forms 
and produce a whole crop of fresh dangers in its 
train. Discrimination, accompanied by persistent vilifica- 
tion, would soon drive some of the weaker members of 
the Community to seek a fallacious refuge in “ desertion,” 
in violent assimilation which almost inevitably leads either 
the first or second generation to resort to anti-Semitism 
just to “prove” their non-Jewishness. Nor could any 
community subjected to constant derision and contempt 
esCtape sooner or later deplorable consequences in certain 
cases to mental and spiritual steadiness. Nerves and moral 
can be affected with results which may tend to encourage 
the very faults in those Jews who may succumb to the 
pressure which Jew-baiters pretend to have discovered in 
them. The creation of such an abnormal mentality would 
be not merely a scourge to Jewry but a downright misfor- 
tune for the country as a whole. : 

The time has come for systematic and comprehensive tack- 
ling of this grave threat. It means, first, that every Jew and 
Jewess must have the courage and common sense to admit 
to themselves that it presents a problem, a danger to be 
dealt with urgently; that spasmodic efforts and the spend- 
ing of a few pounds is quite utterly useless. Itmeans, secondly, 
that the problem must be tackled by long-range thought 
and scientific study and treatment; that since it 4s very 
definitely a matter of the future of every Jew in this 
country, to deal with it as just one more of ovr communal 
diversions is fatuous and fatal. This is a truly terrible 
problem threatening everyone in the Community and the 
Community should face it like adult men and women. 
The cost cannot be reckoned in money. What price would 
German Jewry have paid to have saved itself from its fate? 
What price would the civilised world have been willing to 
pay to have been spared Nazism? For the hundredth time 
in Jewish history, must we wait till it is too late? 


THE TEMPORARY MINISTERS 


Unper the conditions imposed by the war, and particularly 
the necessity of filling some 40.ministerial posts, due in many 
cases to the demand for Chaplains, the United Synagogue has 
had to make a number of temporary appointments. The 
occupancy was, at the beginning of the war, limited to a 
maximum of two years, though, later on, power was given 
to the Council's Executive Committee to extend that period. 
Moved by consideration for the interests of the Constituent 


’ Synagogues and Ministry as a whole, the Executive Committee 
“was last night to submit 40 the Council several recommenda- 


tions. One of these recommended the reaffirmation of the 
two-year limit, and the re-engagement of the present incumbent 
by the Executive Committee, on whom, Apparently. resis the 
sole responsibility to,decide. All reasonable efforts. it was 
suggested, Should be made to Tmitigate difficulties and reduce 
hardships. But if a temporary Minister, whose appointment 
is terminated, finds or is found no other appointment, he is 
to receive a grant of two months’ salary, after which the 
United Synagogue is presumably to be free from all concern 
for what may happen to him. Let it be admitted at once that 
this matter is a very difficult one. Some of the temporary 
appointments, for instance, were not made owing to the pre- 
war holder of the office having gone on Chaplaincy service 
but were made to fill permanent vacancies, brought about by 
other circamstances and which could hardly have been fairly 
and permanently filled with greatest advantage to the Syna- 
gogugs when many possible candidates were away on war 
service. Given such considerations, some time limit had to 
be adopted. It is, then, all a question of how it is to be done, 


A CASE OF REAL HARDSHIP. 


If is true, no doubt, that the temporary Ministers knew per- 
fectly well when taking up their positions that their engagements 
were subject to termination. But is it just, or consistent with 
the dignity of their profession and therefore the interests of 
the Community, that they should be fobbed off with a beggarly 
two months’ salary.if no other appointment is obtainable after 
“ reasonable efforts “--whatever these may amount to—to pro- 
cure them such employment? Some of these men, be it remem- 
bered, are persons of Tarning and even “distinction. whose 
temporary emoluments were so meagre that they could 
not possibly have managed to provide in advance for the 
“rainy day,” and whose qualifications for some lay occupa- 
uon may be of the slenderest. During their incumbency, 
moreover, they, like the other. temporaries, have had sus- 
pended over their heads this Damocles’ sword of dismissal. 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE’S CONTROL 


A CORRESPONDENT this week suggests that the two-year appoint-_ 


ment should be replaced by another extending the occupation 
until three months after the cessation of hostilities, Tha; 
proposal would render the threat of dismissal and al! the 
domestic miseries which removal in these times entails at Jeas; 
less frequent. Over and above these considerations, however. 
there looms one of wider significance. Under the proposa}s 
discussed at yesterday's Council meeting, the Executive Com- 
mittee were to be empowered to re-engage the temporary 
Ministers, and no obligation is mentioned to consult the 
Synagogues concerned. We believe that this is an undesirable. 
and may be a pernicious, step. It is notorious that Synagogues 
find .themselves at times strongly at variafice with the United 
Synagogue on matters affecting the Ministry. Inevitably the 
motives dominating “head office” as regards a ministeria) 
appointment are different from those which are uppermost with 
the congregation concerned. But surely the congregation has 
a right to some say in the re-appointment of their spiritua) 
leader. One can only hope that these points did not escape the 
Council at last night’s meetifig and that it- brought a broad as 
well as compassionate view to the discussion. 


BACHAD 


Tis week-end members of the Bachad movement are 
gathering for their annual conference at Bromsgrove, Worcester- 
shire. While they can look back upon a year of extraordinari|, 
fine progress, including the daring undertaking of the larve 
Thaxted farm project. which is already showing signs of becom- 
ing something of a _ sensational success, the burdens and 
responsibilities which face this most profoundly significant move- 
ment in Jewish nationalism are considerable, and will call for 
all the wisdom And sacrifice and steadfastness of which the 
‘corps d’élite in the national movement is capable. For Bachad. 
which is inspired by a complete Judaism, a living Judaism, and 
therefore by a complete Zionism, is attracting larger and larger 
numbers of young men and women. At the same time; the 
realise that, as bearers of the Ark, so to speak, they have an 
inescapable duty to the masses of young Jews who would march 
with them to the Mountain of the Lord. The problems involved 
by the extension of their work are many and complex. All. 
therefore, who grasp the significance of ‘the movement for the 
survival of the Jewish idea will pray for the blessings of the 
Almighty on their deliberations, that He may grant them the 
spirit of humpleness and patience in which alone wise decision: 
can be reached and a full appreciation of their exalted tasks 
be assured amongst them. 


FOR THE CHILDREN’S SAKE 


IN some editorial December, it was our pain- 
ful duty to call attention to the parlous financial plight of the 
hostels for evacuated Jewish children, and the imperious need 
of putting an end to the necessity under which their manage- 
ment laboured of having to send the little ones home again— 
or to what remained of their homes after enemy action and 
other war-time upheavals. The mothers, sometimes war widows, 
were, it was pointed out, much distressed, and the children wept 
bitterly. As the result of the publicity given to the matter, a 
fund was at once collected by a number of public-spirited 
individuals whose consciences had been stung by the revelation 


‘of what was happening. But more is needed—£5,000, in fact, 


and immediately, if the hostels are to continue with their 
humane work. In these circumstances, it is welcome news that 
the First Women’s Lodge of the B'nai B’rith—an organisation 
which has many fine communal efforts to its credit—has under- 
taken to raise the needful, and to do it with its well-known 
determination. On the 21st of this month—please note that date 
—jit is going- to hold a bazaar at Woburn House. It asks for 
donations. We would rather say that the cause demands them 
from all but the utterly conscienceless. It asks also for gifts of 
books, bags, antiques; lingerie, hardware, and any other article 
in good condition that can‘ be spared; and calls for purchasers. 
who, incidentally, where the articles are second-hand, will not 
have to sacrifice coupons. The address for gifts as for donations 
is, remember: First Women’s Lodge, B'nai B'rith, Woburn House, 
W.C.1.

MR. HAMMERSLEY, M.P., 
ADDRESSES ZIONISTS 


Dr. P. 1. Wigoder was Chairman at a_ public 
meeting called by the Zionist Central Council 
recently, when Mr. S. S. Hammersley, Conservative 
M.P. for East Willesden, and Chairman of the 
Parliamentary Palestine Commitiee, spoke. 

Mr. Hammersley referred to the murder of Lord 
Moyne and showed that Jewry could not be held 
responsible in any way. He warmly advocated 
a new constitution for Palestine, allowing immigra- 
tion on the basis of the economic absorptive 
capacity of the country. Arguing that Mr. 
Churchill had proved himself always a warm 
supporter of the Jewish cause, Mr. Hammersley 
urged that fuiiest support for the Prime Minister 
and for the Conservative Party’s policy by Jews 
throughout the country would strengthen Mr. 
Churchill's hand and further the cause of Zionism. 
He warned that all extremist or illegitimate 
demands would only alienate the majority in the 
House, without whom the Prime Munister could 
not put his policy through. Mr. Hammersicy also 
pleaded for support for the Jewish Agency. 

During a discussion some lively criticism was 
directed against the speaker's advice to -strengthen 
the Conservatives in view of the short prospects in 
front of the present Parliament. 


TASKS FOR THE EDUCATION 
CONFERENCE 


Dr. Morris’s Glasgow Address 


Problems which the proposed conference on 
Jewish education in Britain will tackle were referred 
to by Dr. Nathan Morris in an address he gave 
at a joint meeting of the Glasgow Board for Jewish 
Education and the local Jewish Representative 
_Council. Eighteen months, he said, has been spent 
in preparation for that conference. 

the three main tasks the conference would 
undertake the first was organisation. They were 
trying tO create an organisation on a communal 
scale, which would comprise a central educational 
authority for the whole of Jewry, with local 
authorities in each community. 

The second problem was finance. They must 
remove once and for all the stigma of charity from 
Jewish education. The proposed central authority 
would need an annual budge of £10,000, and local 
communities would be asked to contribute pro- 
portionately, in accordance with their size and 
standing. The third problem was the supply of 
teachers. In the present conditions Jewish education 
held out no promise of economic security, social 
dignity, or even sufficient scope for enthusiasm and 
initiative to teachers. They would not get teachers 
unless they radically changed their system and 
— they had an organisation on a communal 

Rabbi K. Rosen, Communal Rabbi, presided. 
Mr. J. Sachs, J.P., President of the Representative 
Council, moved a vote of thanks to the speaker.

-BARMITZVAH “PARROTS” 
New Rule in Leeds | 


At the annual nomination meeting of the United 
Hebrew Congregation held at Brandsby Lodge, Mr. 
Maurice Stross, Vice-President, ng omg and spoke 
of the gap in the community left by the passing 
of their President, Mr. D. 1. Sandeison. - 

The Treasurer, Mr. Henry Freedman, said that 
the future of the community depended on the way 
they brought up their younger generation. The 
two chief ways in which Jewish youth could be 
attached to the community were: through the 
Synagogue (its worship, and its work in the com- 
munity) and through the Jewish National Move- 
ment. Yet, recent educational reports by ministers 
on Barmitzvah boys indicated an alarming growth 
of the tendency to prepare them merely to read 
their portion rot-like, to the almost complete 
exclusion of all other forms of Jewish knowledge, 

A remedy lay in two directions. As the Talmud 
Torah was to become the major educational body 
in Leeds, it was time that a ruthless and critical 
inquiry was made into the content of the curricu- 
lum and the standard attained by the pupils. [It 
was feared that such an inquiry would show that 
the great mass of pupils fail to reach the miaimum 
standard of Jewish knowledge necessary for the 
survival of the community. 


Compulsory Barmitzvah Class 


The other remedy would be the institution, 
immediately, by the ministers of the congregation, 
of a Barmitzvah, class, attendance at which would 
be compulsory for all boys wishing (o_ become 
Barmitzvah in the three Synagogues. The class 
would meet for two hours a week and would deal 
with an agreed curriculum of Jewish history and 
Jewish religious knowledge. It would not be the 
function of the ministers to prepare the boy as 
far as Hebrew knowledge and recitation of his 

stion were concerned. The class was not 
intended to replace, but definitely to supplement, 
the present existing educational agencies. They 
intended to bring forward at the next annual meet- 
ing a new rule of the congregation making attend- 
ance at the class a prerequisite for Barmitzvah. 

It was also intended to institute machinery 
whereby. every birth of a male child would be 


1ecorded in the first place by the mohelim, who. 


would forward the record to the office concerned, 
which would then be in a position to keep in touch 
with the child and report on the child’s Hebrew 
education in due course. This would, of course, be 
a matter for the community and would be raised at 
the mext meeting of the Joint Council of 
Synagogues. 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz said that unless the Bar- 
mitzvah class could be instituted by the Joint 
Council of Synagogues, enforcement of attendance 
could not be carried out; as.a member of the 
United Synagogue who did not wish his bov to 
attend the Barmitzvah class. would be able to hold 
the Barmitzvah at one of the other Synagogues in 
Leeds.

OBITUARY 


MR. FRED SUSMAN COHEN (Sou rt), 
aged 76, was the third son of the iaie Dayan 
Susman Cohen. He was the founder of the 
Agudath Hashochetim, a Vice-President of the 
tondon Yeshiva Etz Chaim, a past Warden of the 
Dalston Synagogue, and past President of the Dal- 
ston Beth Hamedrash, and a former membe: of the 
Roard of Deputies, and a member of its Shechita 
Committee, Mr. Cohen was respected for his 
scholarship and piety. He is survived by three 
daughters (Mesdames Ben Rose, of Leeds, Godfrey 
Cherns, of London, and Myer Kissenisky, of 
Southport). Rabbis Harris and Barnet I. Cohen 
are brothers of the deceased, and Dayan H,. M. 
| azarus a brother-in-law, 


MRS, J. COHEN (Johannes ) was a social, 
Communal, and Zionist worker. She organised a 
number of fétes for the J.N.F., Red Cross, and 
Parcels for Britain. Before migrating to South 
Africa about 1904, Mrs. Cohen was actively 
associated with the West Central Jewish Girls’ 
Club. 


_ RABBI SAMY KLEIN, aged 29, news of 
whose murder by the Gestapo has reached the 
Acudas Yisrael, volunteered for service in the 
French Army at the outbreak of the war, but was 
captured on the 4usne. He escaped to southern 
France; and a Rabbinical conference in Lyons 
appointed him as “ Rabbin de la Jeunesse.” He 
created a “ Service Social,”’ which served as a 
rescue centre for thousands endeavouring to escape 
Nazi persecution, and was an integral part of the 


F.F.1. Eventually the young Rabbi. and Magquis 


leader was captured by the Gestapo and shot. 


MRS, J. LAUER (Nottingham), formerly Mrs. 
R. Srogov, was one of the founders of the Not- 
tingham Jewish Women’s Benevolent Society, and 
Treasurer for 25 years. She was a member of the 
Women’s Auxiliary Committee; and from 1907 to 
1930 was President of the Women’s Palestine 
Association, 


THE REV. ISAAC SOLOMON (Lianelly), aged 
62, was minister of the Synagogue in Queen 
Victoria Road, Lianelly, for 20 years. He is sur- 
vived by qne son and three daughters.

Live. 


fh Decalogue stands on a moral pedestal 
elevated above all other declarations and 
charters granting equality and freedom unto 
men, Incomparable in its comprehensiveness, it is 
also unrivalled in its simplicity and authoritative- 
ness. Kt is the last word on the art of living 
together in a world which man has been asked to 
rfect 50 as _ to resemble “the Kingdom of 
weaven.” The Ten Commandments contain, for all 
time, a condensed summary of human duty suited 
for every form of human society, a programme 
which, if disregarded, leads to destruction and 
untold misery. That the claims made for the Deca- 
logue are not exaggerated, a study of its contents 
will show. 

The first commandmest siresses the eternity and 
fatherhood of God, It is glorious and comforting 
to think that the same God who delivered us from 
the bondage of Egypt has also been our saviour- 
whenever we were threatened with total extermina- 
tion. Significant is the introduction that He is the 
God who redeemed us from suffering, though far 
greater glory is His for having created heaven and 
earth. God ts our heavenly Father, ready to save 
whenever we call upon Him in truth and sincerity. 
It is this personal, intimate touch which Judaism 
fosters between Man and his Creator that has made 
the Jew cling so loyally to the faith of his fathers. 
_ At the Jime when the second commandment was 
first uttered, its literal meaning was that the Jew 
must not embody his ideas of God in wood or 
stone, gold or silver, In modern dress, this com- 
mand is a vigorous protest against the creation of 
idols of wealth and station, leisure or pleasure. 
Man must not set up other gods before Him by 
making false standards of ethics and morality, or 
indulging in selfishness that leads to spiritual decay 
due to the neglect of this warning. When God is 
dislodged from His world, tyrants and dictators, 
fiihrers and upstarts take His place. with the result 
that the clock of progress is turned back to the age 
of barbarism. 


OT to use religion as a cloak for hypocrisy and 
perjury is the burden of the third command- 
ment. The false witness was treated by all peoples 
as a despicable creature worthy of the severest 
penalties. The Mosaic code holds forth the moral 
threat that “ the Lord will nut hold him guiltless 
that taketh His name in vain.’ To cling to the 
ceremonies of our faith while offending against 
its ethical principles is to be guilty of an offence 
that is sacrilegious and unpardonable. To belong 
to a synagogue and claim membership in orthodox 
ranks and at the same time, to engage in shady 
transactions and fraudulent dealines i to act as 
Zimri ana demand the reward of a Phineas 
There is no greater abomination in the eyes ol 
the Lord than the. hypocrite... Perhaps the most 
important of all commandments, that of the Sab- 
bath, is the one that is, these days, desecrated by 
the many. The more the pity! For this day has 
bees described as “ a bridge across life’s troubled 
waters, over which we may pass to reach the 


opposite shores—a link between heaven and earth ° 


—a type of the eternal day when the spirit shall 
put on for ever the robe of immortal holiness and 


joy.” It is, indeed, to the Sabbath primarily that . 


we can trace the remarkable persisience of the 
Jewish people throughout the ages, because it was 
the day that cemented family unity, that tore the 
Jew away from the thousand and one distractions 
of everyday existence, and resulted in exercising 
a permanent influence on his life. The most con- 
clusive argument for the observance of the Sabbath 
is that if God Himself rested on the seventh day 
after six days of creation, how much more should 
man? 

honowr parenis means something more than 

being respectful in our attitude towards them 
and in providing for them when they are in need. 
It means also respect for their beliefs and. alle- 
giance to the ancestral faith and all the responsi- 
bilities such an allegiance entails. Yet parents can- 
not expect their children to serve as torchbearers 
of Judaism if they themselves are lax in their 
duties. There lies the cause of the comparative 
failure -of Jewish education — to-day. That 
co-operation which is so fundamental between- 
parent and child if our faith is to be applied to 
life is demonstrably lacking, The urgent need of 
to-day is to devise some plan whereby the home 
can be made an indispensable part of an _ all- 
comprehensive drive for Jewish education and for 
a spiritual revival in our midst. 

The sixth commandment impresses upon us the 
sanctity of human life and reminds us that, since 
man was created in the image of God, it is tanta- 
mount to destroying God if one’s fellow 1s 
slaughtered in cold blood. In the next command- 
ment we are exhorted to adhere to the laws of 
morality and to be faithful io the marriage tic, To 
be moral means to avoid sin, misery, disease, and 
death; it means being a faithful husband or wife, 
a devoted parent, and one who refuses to become 
a moral leper because of the whim of the moment. 

The eighth and ninth commandments deal with 
honesty in our relationship with men and in our 
thoughts towards them. Stealing also includes 
those who overcharge their customers or underpay 
their employees. To cheat one’s employer by 
botching one’s work, or by engaging in the “ black 
market,” is to be ranked among the thieves who 
merit God's anger. 

The last commandment marks an enormous 
advance on other ancient codes, which stop short 
at actual deeds that violate law and order, decency 
and fair play. Only the Jewish law tries to make 
men control their thoughts and to canalise them 
into right channels, thus teaching that to be a 
Jew means to.be upright in belief as well as action 
and to perform all one’s deeds “ for the sake of 
heaven.” Who will deny that only in the Deca- 
logue is there a full prescription for life, abundant 


and happy?

I fecl, however, that instead of this your paper 
should have made an outcry against the monstrous verdict 
pronounced, and that instead of complimenting the Egyptian 
lawyers for handling the case with “skill and tircless 
assiduity *" you should expose to the world that it was a 
lawyer for the defence who agreed to forgo the calling of 
the witnesses from Palestine (under pressure, perhaps). The 
evidence of the witnesses would certainly thave had a ercat 
effect on the court's verdict. Had Mr. and Mrs. Svourai (now 
interned—of course without a trial) been called they could 
have given much evidence against the Palestine Administra- 
tion. It is an open secret that Stern was staying at the 
Svourais’ home when the police came, supposedly to arrest 
him. Mrs. Svourai could have given evidence as to whether 
Stern was shot in the back in cold blood by a British police 
officer.

LEADERLESS JEWRY 


The thoughtful reader of the reports in THe Jewitsn 
Cyronic_e will have noticed that in place of the grucsome 
tales of massacre and mass slaughter one reads more and 
more of disappointment and frustration in the so-called 
liberated countrics.

Worse than the 
actual facts is the feeling of frustration and hopelessness 
that -will pervade Jewish life and will encourage onc of 
the worst features of Galut mentality, a cynicism that 
gladly despairs of humanity and of Jewish prospects any- 
where. As long as the Jew has the fecling that he can 
fieht and defend himself, that his own leaders and lead- 
ine organisations take up the fight for his rights and 
freedoms. he need not despair of a better future though 
it may be slow te ripen. Unfortunately, there is littic 
effective leadership and no unity of purpose amongst our- 
selves. though there may be plenty of “ Shtadlanuth” 
and “ Batlanuth.””

TEMPORARY MINISTERS 


Many members of the United Synagoguc. including my- 
self. are amazed at one of the latest resolutions of the 
United Synagogue Council. it is simply. this, that 
Ministers who have been: appointed temporarily, that is, 
since the _commencement of the war, must relinquish 
their positions, and can cither apply for a similar position 
at another United Synagogue, or outside it, or give up 
their ministerial work. Such seems to be the ruling of 


the Executive, no exceptions being made of married men | 


with children. The reason given is that so many of our 
Ministers are Chaplains in H.M. Forces and would other- 
wise lose the opportunity for “ plums” in the Ministry. 
There are two guiding rules regarding the tenure of office 
of a war-time Minister (a) cither he is appointed for two 
years—-and the very fact that some of them have already 


b> served three, four, and five years without being moved is 


due to latitude granted by the Council—and (b) that 
war-time Ministers hold their positions until three months 
after the cessation of hostilitics. The Council has now 
decided that rule (a) must be enforced. But rule (b) 
appears to be the only fair one. The grgument may 
be. brought forward that our Chaplains are in the fighting 
line. Since when has London ceased to be in the ® .wune 
line? Many of owr London Ministers have suffered much 
more during the Battle of Britain, and later the indis- 
criminate V-bombs,”” than many a Chaplain! Has the 
United Synagogue Council paused to think on the housing 
probiem, or are they considering arranging to have a 
Portal or Sandys mansion erected for Ministers who have 
been shifted?

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DAYANIM 


My forecast last week about the proposed 
appointment of new Dayanim to the London Beth 
Din proves to be accurate, for I see that the 
agenda of the United Synagogue Council “meeting 
which was to have been held yesterday (Thursday) 
contains the proposal to elect Rabb: Dr. Julius 
Takobovits (whom I named) and Rabbi Morris 
Swift, of Brixton Synagogue. Dr. Jakobovits, who 
is 58, was Chairman of the Berlin Beth Din in 
1937 and had heid other important communal 
offices. Rabbi Swift, who was born in 1907, in 
Liverpool, studied abroad as well as in England, 
and is an “ alumnus” of the famous old Yeshiva 
at Mir, Poland. He is not only Rabbi at Brixton 
but has throughou the war been also Rabbi and 
Liaison Officer with the United Synagogue Mem- 
bership Group at High Wycombe, Bucks. If I am 
not mistaken, he is only the second English-born 
Rabbi to become a Dayan, the previous one being 
Dayan Louis Mendelsohn, who was born in Lon- 


don in 1868. 


FRATERNAL BEHAVIOUR 


There does not seem to have been anything really 
outstanding this year about the Zionist Federation 
Conference, held last week-end, unless one excepts 
the address given by Professor S. Herbert Frankel, 
of South Africa, with its warning to the delegates 
about political immaterity. But I am able to give 
a few details of the Federation's rather peculiar 
behaviour behind the scenes towards the fraternal 
delegate appointed by the Union of General 
Zionists in Palestine, Four days before the con- . 
ference opened, the Zionist Federation and Mr. Max 

“Seligman (who is. visiting England from Eretz 
Yisrael), on January 23, received cables from the 
Union advising them-of Mr. Seligman’s appoint- 
ment. and the Federation were asked to give him 
an opportunity to speak. By Januagy 26, he had 
not received his invitation. so he telephoned, and 
was told that Mr. Bakstansky and Mr. Sheinwold 
had discussed the matter and he could not be 
invited as a fraternal delegate but only as an 
ordinary visitor! The excuse’ was made that it 
was too late to make provision for him to speak. 
But on Saturday afternoon (the conference opened 
on Saturday evening) Mr. Seligman got his fraternal 
delegate’s card! That, however, did not end ‘the 
matter, for Mr Seligman mentioned it to Mr. 
Isaac Shepherd, who. in turn mentioned it to Mr. 
Barnett Janner. The last-named, I understand, 
hinted that the objection was because Mr. Sclig- 
man's views were not very favourable to the Z.F., 
and that he had actually attended ‘the N.Z.O. con- 
ference the week before! To cap it all, while the 
fraternal delegates from the Deputies and the 
Jewish State Party were called on to give greetings, 
the Union's delegate—the-only accredited delegate 
present from Palestine—was merely welcomed hy 
the Chairman, Mr. Janner. Let us turn our 
thoughts to Professor Frankel’s words again. . 


Foornote.—Towards the end of the conference, 
two Palestinian Jewish visitors (delegates to the 
World Trade Union Conference in London next 
week) were officially welcomed and one made a 
speech in reply. 


ANNIE LANDAU’S SCHOOL 


The death of Annie Landau in Jermsaiem reminds 
me of the accusation that was at one time levelled 
against the Evelina Schools, of which she was the 
distinguished Headmistress, that it did not pay 
sufficient attention to the teaching of Hebrew as 
a modern language. But Miss .Landau, who was 
an Orthodox Jewess of the old school herself, 
nevertheléss did turn out very good examples of 
Jewesses of the “ new school,” and | know that 
in July, 1933, at least (and if may have been the 
usual thing each end of term), the sixth-form pupils 
performed a scene in good modern Hebre¥ from 
Shakespeare's “ Midsummer Night's Dream.’

How can she stop 
Jewish disintegration ? 


O Jewish woman could read unmoved the news 

and views printed recently in this journal - 
about the perils in which the community stands. 
Nor could she read the solemn warnings of Dr. 
Roth, emphasised and underlined editorially, with- 
out reflecting that she, too, must do somethi 
about it. But what? That, unfortunately, is stil 
for many earnest and sincere Jewish wemen the 
great enigma in dealing with their relationship to 
the community. 

How, for example, is she to bring up her 
children? Is she to teach them Judaism as a reli- 
gion pure and simple, or is she to bring them up 
with Jewish nationalist loyalties and a primary 
focus of interest in the founding of a Jewish State 
in Palestine? There are earnest protagonists of 
~ courses, and extremists in both camps. 

e leaders of the Jewish community have never 
yet squarely faced up to the fact that the Jew is 
thrust. into a position that is not only difficult but 
often from a practical point of view impossible. 
And, we are witnessing in these sad times the shat- 
tering of the greatest source of Jewish inspiration, 
the Jewish communities of Central and Eastern 
Europe, so that it is not surprising from the poimt 
of view of Jewish orthodoxy that Dr. Roth and 
others take a dim view of the future. 

Achad -Ha’am once said that tradition is like 
a beautiful casket in which the jewel is encased. 
The jewel obviously is the main thing, but the 
casket is so beautiful, so valuable, so dear to the 
hearts of its owners that it is treasured and guarded 
with the jewel inside. And now the caskej contaim- 
ing Judaism has had a direct hit. Ae 


What New Presentation ? 


But now that the casket has gone, must not the 
Jewish woman be pardoned for asking her commu- 
nity’s leaders what new technique, whal new 
presentation one must adopt for the. maintenance 
of. one’s faith and its effective functioning as a 
force for good? It has been said by many contri- 
butors to this vital discussion that as soon as the 
Jew abandons his orthodoxy, as soon as he waters 
down his faith, he loses both prestige with non- 
Jews and iispiration as a Jew. But the point is 
that orthodox practice, as we have known it, for 
better or for worse, has virtually been destroyed 
at its source, and.it 1s difficult to belseve that, other 
than in small groups, it will be revived again in 
the same form elsewhere. 

So the Jewish woman sees the core of Judaism 
flung out into a cruel @orld, and she knows that 
it is just no use wasting tears on the less of the 
casket, when she and those for whose direction she 
is responsibie can carry within themselves the 
essence of their faith. and, what is more, forge it 
somehow into a contributory force, wih the other 
‘great religious systems of the world, helping m the 
almost insuperable task of moral regencration. 

But if she takes this practical view, she should 
be helped by the heads of the Jewish religious 
They should bend their efforts 
towards finding a new “ casket,” one more m 
consonance with the daily life of the community 
in which they live than was the old pattern —— 
in the’ confines of Central European towns. 
centuries-old unity of Israel has been gradually 
wearing threadbare inside the English Jewish com- 
munity, where the sharp difference of outlook and of 
custom between those born and bred im the English 
tradition and those coming from Continental 
centres has for many years constitued a serious 
bar to real Jewish unity. 

That cleavage must in the nature of things become 
even wider after the terrible catastrophe which has 
befallen European lewry.. While it may be crystal 
clear to most Jews that they have a paramount 
duty towards the pitiable remnant of their people, 
it becomes increasingly difficult for the growim 
generation to identify themselves in thought an 
in work with the tortured, shattered victims of 
Europe, other than in the high and noble sphere of 
charitable concern. 

This is not said in any spirit of smug compla- 
cency, nor with any suggestion of the superiority 
of the English Jew over his unfortunate forejgn- 
born brother. But a difference that has existed 
for many years will probably, in the nature of 
things, come to a climax after the war. Here, then, 
is a real source of communal disintegration, since 
conflict must arise in the minds of English-born 


and English-reared young Jews and Jewesses. The

ANTI-SEMITE ON SEDITIOUS LIBEL 
CHARGES 


Praise of Hitler Alleged 


Five one of publishing seditious libels con- 
cerning H.M. Government, and four of doing, 
with intent, an act likely to assist the enemy or 
prejudice the efficient prosecution of the war were 
brought in Bristol against James Stan Austin 


(53), of 12, Zetland Road, Bristol, on ursday 
of last week. 

Austin was committed for trial, bail being 
allowed. 


Mr. Anthony Hawke, for the Director of Public 
Prosecutions, said that the charges arose out of 
documents which were alleged to have been written 
and circulated by Austin ween July, 1941, and 
January, 1944. 

“ The trouble,’ said counsel, after stating that 
defendant was a clerk, and as far as was known 
by the prosecution, a perfectly respectable person, 
“is that for some reason which I am not able 
to tell, he suffers from what can really be described 
as an obsession about .the Jewish section of our 
community.” 

Some parts of the documents, counse! went on, 
went far beyond tirades against the Jews. They 
were, in essential meaning, direct attacks on the 
Government and the Ministers. : 

In one document, found in a directory in a 
telephone kiosk, were these words: “ The whole 
of the country is in the hands of the Jews. Our 
Government can do nothing about it because they 
are only helpless pawns in the hands of the City 
of London international. Jew finance.” 

Another document, found in a book at a public 
library said: “ People in Government positions 
who are not Jews are contemptible hired under- 
of the Semitic swine... .” 

ther extracts read by Mr. Hawke included: 
“.... If a mandate were taken, 9 per cent of 
the people would vote for stoppfmg this wreiche 
Jew war. Remember that every shilling to a Spit- 
fire fund means more help to the hidden hand 
of Judah.” 

In yet another document it was alleged that 
defendant highly praised Hitler, describing him as 
“ the most public-spirifed servant of the world.” 

Austin was further alleged to have written to 
Mr. E. Shinwell, M.P., addressing him as “ Polish 
Jew Shinwell,”’ and was also alleged to have said: 
“ Thanks be to Almighty God for Adolf Hitler. 
it is indeed a noble task that God has ordered His 
Excellency to carry out.” 

Defendant, who claimed that he had no intention 
‘of assisting the enemy, and who reserved his 
defence, is alleged, when arrested, to have admitted 
publishing the documents, adding: “1 was led to 
write them as I am an enemy of world Jewry.”

RABBLIS DOYEN OF DUTCH ARMY 


Rabbi Rodrigues Pereira, Chaplain to the Royal 
Dutch Army, who is leader of the Dutch-Jewtsh 


community and advises tht Netherlands Govern- 
ment on Jewish matters, is the oldest serving 
member of the Royal Dutch Army. He has been 


with the Army since D-Day, and was always to be 
found in the thick of the battle. He was in London 
last week on short leave for. consultations on 
Jewish affairs, and has now returned to Holland. 

Members of the Organisation of D Jews in 
Great Britain now in Holand, with'the help of 
some of the leading Dutch Jews, who were in 
hiding during the German occupation, last week 
set up a Jewrsh Co-ordinating Committee in Eind- 
hoven, representative of all Jewish organisations 
in liberated Holland. The expenscs of the com- 
mittee are being borne by the Organisation of 
Dutch Jews in Great Britain, which also helps to 
pay for the publication of the first Jewish bulletin 
to be published in Holland since the liberation. 

Jewish religious requisites have already been 
sent to Holland through the Dutch Military Autho- 
rities. These were provided free by the Chief 
Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council and the 
Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad.
